VITAL  STATISTICS. 

During  the  year  the  births  of  1,278  children  have 
been  registered.  Of  these  687  were  boys  and  591  girls. 
The  total  gives  a rate  of  26.9  per  1,000  of  the  population 
as  compared  with  28.4  per  1,000  in  1903,  and  27  per  1,000 
in  1902. 

MORTAL  STATISTICS. 

During  the  past  year  933  deaths  were  registered  in 
the  Carlisle  Urban  District.  This  number  includes  483 
males  and  450  females.  The  death-rate  is  equal  to  19.7 
per  1,000  of  the  population,  as  compared  with  17.4  per  1,000 
in  1903,  when  813  deaths  were  registered.  Seven  deaths 
belonging  to  the  district  occurred  in  a Public  Institution 
outside  the  City,  while  63  deaths  not  belonging  to  the 
district  occurred  in  Public  Institutions,  &c.,  inside  the 
City.  After  making  allowance  for  these-  deaths,  a,  nett 
death-rate  of  18.5  is  obtained.

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Printed  instructions,  as  to  precautionary  measures 
to  be  adopted  for  the  prevention  and  spread  of  Tuberculosis, 
were  given  to  the  occupiers  of  houses  where'  cases  occurred.

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
Infectious  Diseases  notified  during  the  year,  310  cases- 
having  been  notified,  as  compared  with  286  cases  last-  year 
(1903).  In  every  case  detailed  enquiries-  were  made, 
according  to  printed  instructions.

310 
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ISOLATION  0 F INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  Sanitary  Authority  has  had  isolated  at  Crozier 
Lodge  165  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  during  the  year, 
viz.  : — 7 cases  of  Smallpox,  122  of  Scarlet  Fever,  25  of 
Diphtheria,  P of  Enteric,  and  2 of  Erysipelas. 

EPIDEMIC  INFLUENZA. 

Epidemic  Influenza,  prevailed  extensively  during  the 
last  two  months  of  the  year.  The  Resident  Medical  Officer 
of  the  Carlisle'  Dispensary  had  145  cases  under  his  care 
during  November  and  December.  The  majority  of  the 
Dispensary  cases  were  complicated  with  Pneumonia  and 
Pleurisy,  while  some  of  them  were  of  the  “ abdominal 
type,”  characterised  by  diarrhoea,  vomiting,  abdominal  pain, 
moderate  fever,  and  great  prostration.  The  number  of 
deaths  registered  from  this  disease  in  the  whole  of  the 
City  was  11,  but  this  inadequately  represents  the  total 
mortality  arising  directly  from  Influenza,.  It  is  probable 
that  many  of  the  deaths  from  Influenza,  were  certified  as 
arising  from  such  complications  as  Pleurisy  and  Pneumonia 
and  pre-existing  diseases,  such  as  those  of  the  heart  and 
kidneys. 

CLOSURE  OF  SCHOOLS. 

In  consequence  of  the  prevalence'  of  Measles,  Scarlet 
Fever,  and  Epidemic  Influenza,  twelve  schools  were  closed 
during  the  year  for  periods  of  three  to  five  weeks.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  present  water  supply  from,  the  River  Eden  has 
maintained  its  good  quality  as  a river  supply  during  the 
year.

of  the  present  year,  who  reported  upon  the  sample  as

Opinion:- — This  is  a.  sample  of  good  water.  I 
should  class  it  as  an  excellent  one  but  for  the  fact  that 
it  contains  a large  amount  of  vegetable  organic  matter — - 
over  2 grains  per  gallon.  With  this  exception  it  is  an 
excellent  water,  being  of  suitable  degree  of  hardness  for 
general  purposes,  and  with  no  indication  of  sewage 
pollution.

The  work  in  connection  with  the  Geltsdale  Gravita- 
tion Scheme  has  been  put  into  operation.  Messrs.  Mansergh’s 
modification  of  the  original  scheme,  to  dispense  in  the 
meantime  with  the  Castleearrock  Reservoir,  and  the  City 
Surveyor’s  proposal  to  bring  the  service  main  to  join  the 
City  main  at  Petteril  Bridge  were  adopted  by  the  Council. 
The  work  of  bringing  the  water  direct  from  the  Geltsdale 
Springs  was  commenced  in  September  last,  and  is  pro- 
gressing rapidly.  The  conveyance  of  the  water  direct  from 
Geltsdale  was  let  to  Messrs.  Kennedy,  of  Rartick,  whose 
tender  was  £120,377. 

HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. 

Since  1903  the1  Health  Committee  have  had  under 
their  consideration  the  erection  of  a Hospital  for  Smallpox 
cases.  After  inspecting  various  sites,  a held  at  the  rear  of 
the  Reservoir  Gardens,  a little  over  two  miles  from  the 
centre  of  the  City,  was  purchased  for  the  purpose,  after 
having  obtained  the  sanction  of  the  Local  Government 
Board.  The  plans  of  the  Smallpox  Hospital  are  now 
prepared,  and  will  be  submitted  to  the  Health  Committee 
and  Local  Government  Board  for  approval. 
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MEAT  INSPECTION. 

During'  the  year  153  examinations  of  diseased 
carcases  have  been  made,  as  compared  with  99  in  1903. 
There  has  been  a decided  increase  in  cattle  tuberculosis  at 
the  Slaughterhouses,  75  cases  having  occurred,  as  compared 
with  37  in  the  previous  year.

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACT,  1901. 

The  Factories  and  Workshops  havei  been  visited  by 
the  Inspectors  and  myself,  and  were  found  to  be  in  a satis- 
factory condition  except  two  underground  bakehouses, 
mentioned  under  the  head  of  Bakehouses. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

There  are  52  Bakehouses  in  the  City,  five  of  which 
come  under  the  category  of  “ underground  bakehouses.” 
A careful  inspection  was  made  of  the  underground  bake- 
houses, and  two  were  found  to  be  unsuitable.  Therefore 
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notices  were  served  upon  the  owners  to-  put  them  into 
proper  condition.  The  owner  of  one  of  the  bakehouses  has 
signified  his  willingness  to  comply  with  the  recommenda- 
tions, and  the  other  bakehouse  will  probably  be  closed  on 
the  part  of  the  owner.  The  bakehouses  generally  were 
found  to  be  in  a fair  condition. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES.  * 

There  are  now  four  Common  Lodging  Houses  in 
Carlisle.  The  two  lodging  houses  in  Pea, seed’s  Lane,  which 
were  such  a,  source  of  trouble  in  the  case  of  the  Smallpox 
outbreak  in  1903,  have  been  closed.  These  lodging  houses 
were  in  an  unsuitable*  situation,  but  owing  to  legal  im- 
pediments in  the  way  of  efficiently  dealing  with  them, 
action  with  a,  view  to  their  closure  was  frustrated.  The 
keepers  of  these  lodging  houses  having  died  during  the 
summer  of  the  year  gave,  the  Health  Committee  an  oppor- 
tunity for  closing  the  lodging  houses.  The  remaining 
lodging*  houses  are  kept,  in  a satisfactory  condition. 

COWSHEDS. 

There  a, re  23  Cowsheds  in  the  City,  and  have  all 
been  visited  by  myself  and  by  the  Sanitary  and  Veterinary 
Inspectors  at  frequent  intervals,  and  were  found  to  be  in 
a satisfactory  condition.  One  of  the  cowsheds,  situated  in 
Boundary  Hoad,  was  enlarged  during  the  summer.  The 
cowshed  at  Murrell  Hill  was  closed  during  the  spring  of 
the  year. 


DAIRIES  AND  MILKSHOPS. 

The  Dairies  and  Milkshops,  32  in  number,  have  been 
regularly  inspected,  and  found  to  be  in  a satisfactory  state. 
Nine  fresh  dairies  and  milkshops  have  been  registered 
during  the  year.  In  a few  cases  it  was  discovered  that 
unregistered  persons  were  found  selling  paraffin  along  with 
milk.  Notice  was  immediately  given  to  discontinue  the 
practice. 
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INSANITARY  PROPERTY. 

There  hais  been  no  insanitary  property  reported  upon 
during  the  year.  The  insanitary  property  in  Duke  Street 
continues  to  be  closed,  no  steps  having  been  taken  by  the 
owner  to*  re-construct. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  scheme'  for  dealing  with  the  whole  of  the 

sewage  of  Carlisle,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £65,000,  was 
made  the  subject  of  a,  Local  Government  Board  Enquiry, 

held  in  Carlisle  on  the  30th  September  last;.  The  scheme, 
with  the  City  Surveyor’s  recommendation  to  provide  con- 
tinuous filtering  beds  instead  of  contact  beds,  which  was 
part  of  the  original  scheme,  is  now  under  the  consideration 
of  the  Local  Government  Board. 

CARLISLE  CORPORATION  BILL,  1904. 

A memorable  event  in  the  Municipal  History  of 
Carlisle  was  the  application  to  Parliament  for  statutory 
powers  to  extend  the  City  boundaries,  and  for  increased 
sanitary  and  police  provisions.  The  Bill  came  before  a 
Committee  in  the  House  of  Commons  in  the  spring  of  the 
year,  and,  after  a long  and  patient  hearing  of  evidence,  the 
preamble  was  proved.  The  Bill  came  before  a Committee 
of  the  House  of  Lords  in  July  last,  which  rejected  that  part 
of  the  Bill  which  related  to  the  extension  of  the  City.  The 
sanitary  provisions  came  into  force  in  November  last,  and 
includes  such  important  measures  as  the  better  regulation 
of  Lodging  Houses,  the  control  of  Infectious  Diseases, 
extended  powers  with  regard  to  the  Milk  Supply,  powers 
for  the  regulation  of  the  Ice  Cream  manufacture,  and  other 
miscellaneous  sanitary  matters.

VETERINARY  INSPECTOR’S  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  submitting  to  you  my  Sixth 
Annual  Report,  which  shows  the  work  done  by  me  during 
the  year  1904. 

174  newly  purchased  cows  have  been  examined  by 
me.  Of  these  103  were  found  to  be  free  from  disease.  Of 
the  remainder  one  suffered  from  inflammation  of  the  udder, 
one  septicaemia,  one  tuberculosis  of  the  udder,  two  nodular 
enlargement  in  the  udder,  two  chronic  cough,  two  indura- 
tion of  the  posterior  quarter  of  tlm  udder,  and  on 
microscopical  examination  the  milk  from  the  latter 
two  animals  was  found  to  contain  pus.  Two  animals 
were  found  in  very  poor  condition.  The  tuberculine  test 
was  applied  and  re-action  obtained.  Eleven  animals  were 
returned  to  the  sellers. 

3,929  examinations  have  been  made  to  ascertain  the 
presence  of  diseases  likely  to  affect  the  milk  secretion,  and 
in  addition  to  the  cases  mentioned  above,  the  following 
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diseases  likely  to  affect  the  milk  supply  were  discovered 
among  the  regular  occupants  of  the  byres,  viz.  : — Five  cases 
of  gastric  derangement,  four  congestion  of  the  lungs,  one 
meningitis,  one  septicaemia,  and  two  milk  fever.  Of  the 
latter  cases  one  proved  fatal.  The  milk  from  all  the 
above  animals  was  destroyed  until  they  were  free  from 
disease. 

At  the  request  of  the  Medical  Office  of  Health  and 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  I have  made  the  following  post- 
mortem examinations  at  the  Public  Slaughterhouses  : — 
ten  beasts,  five  sheep,  one  calf,  and  three  pigs.  I certified 
the  same  to  be  unfit  for  human  food. 

A bullock  died  suddenly  at  the  Public  Slaughter- 
houses. On  microscopical  examination  of  the  blood 
anthrax  was  found  to  be  the  cause  of  death.  The  regula,- 
tions  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture  were  carried  out,  and  no 
further  extension  took  place. 

The  Auction  Marts  have  been  visited  each  Monday, 
13,875  pigs  having  been  inspected  by  me.  One  pig  was 
found  dead  in  the  Auction  Mart,  the  cause  of  death  being 
suffocation. 

Three  cows  were  found  in  the  Auction  Marts  to  be 
clinically  diseased,  two  generalised  tuberculosis,  and  one 
actinomycosis.  I called  the  auctioneer’s  attention  to  the 

condition  of  the  animals,  and  reported  the  matter  to  the 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  who  seized  one  of  the  animals 

and  had  it  slaughtered.  It  wa,s  found  to  be  extensively 
diseased,  and  the  carcase  very  emaciated. 

At  Whitsuntide  and  Martinmas  I examined  101 
horses  belonging  to  showmen.  They  were  found  to  be 
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free  from  contagious  disease,  but  a number  were  badly 
affected  with,  mange. 

The  horses  belonging  to  the  Corporation  stud  now 
number  17.  I am  sorry  to  report  the.  loss  of  two.  horses 
during  the  year,  one  Tetanus  (lock-jaw),  and  the  other 
Septic  Pneumonia  and  Pleurisy.
